The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Roard of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them shouid relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 850 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 390,457 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a smal! charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally.

Each exhibitor will be provided with a covered-in stand 4 by 4 by 
3°25 metres, at an inclusive price for the fortnight of 550 frs. It has 
been decided to build 300 of these stands, but it may prove necessary 
to build more. ‘The stands will be arranged along the quays of the 
Rhéne, the most beautiful part of the town. 

Space at the Fair may be booked up to the end of January, and 
requisitions should be accompanied by a cheque or money order for 
one-half of the fee for a stand, namely 275 frs. The second instal- 
ment will be payable on taking possession. 

It is understood that no duty will be payable on exhibits unless 
they are sold.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY (EXTENSION OF 
POWERS) ACT, 1915. 


An Act to provide for the Extension of Restrictions relating to 
Trading with the Enemy to Persons to whom, though not 
resident or carrying on Business in Enemy Territory, it is by 
reason of their Enemy Nationality or Enemy Associations 
expedient to extend such Restrictions. [23rd December, 1915. ] 


Be it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows :— 


1.—(1) His Majesty may by Proclamation prohibit all persons or 
ms bodies of persons, incorporated or unincorpo- 

oe a rated, resident, carrying on business, or being 
_ Bags in the United Kingdom from trading with any 


Persons of ' 
' , persons or bodies of persons not resident or 

Enemy Nationality, . . : ' 
Rc carrying on business in enemy territory or in 


territory in the occupation of the enemy (other 
than persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or unincorporated, 
residing or carrying on business solely within His Majesty’s 
Dominions) wherever by reason of the enemy nationality or enemy 
association of such persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or 
unincorporated, it appears to His Majesty expedient so to do, and if 
any person acts in contravention of any such Proclamation he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanvuur triable and punishable in like manner 
as the offence of trading with the enemy. 

(2) Any list of persons or bodies of persons, incorporated or 
unincorporated, with whom such trading is prohibited by a proclama- 
tion under this Act may be varied or added to by an Order made by 
the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of a Secretary of 
State. 

(3) The provisions of the Trading with the Enemy Acts, 1914 and 
1915, and of the Customs (War Powers) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and all 
other enactments relating to trading with the enemy, shall, subject 
to such exceptions and adaptations as may be prescribed by Order in 
Council, apply in respect of such persons and bodies of persons as 
aforesaid as if for references therein to trading with the enemy there 
were substituted references to trading with such persons and bodies 
of persons as aforesaid, and for references to enemies there were 
substituted references to such persons and bodies of persons as afore- 
said, and for references to offences under the Trading with the 
Knemy Acts, 1914 and 1915, or any of those Acts, there were 
substituted references to offences under this Act. 

(4) For the purposes of this Act a person shall be deemed to have 
traded with a person or body of persons to whom a Proclamation 
issued under this Act applies, if he enters into any transaction or does 
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any act with, to, on behalf of, or for the Benefit of, such a person or 
body of persons which if entered into or done with, to, on behalf of, 
or for the benefit of, an enemy would be trading with the enemy.

ESTABLISHMENT OF THE FOREIGN TRADE 
DEPARTMENT, 


The Foreign 'l'rade Department of the Foreign Office has been set 
up by the Foreign Office as a new Department in order to carry out 
the policy embodied in the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of 
Powers) Act, 1915 (see p. 19). This Act gives power to prohibit 
trade by any person, firm, or company in the United Kingdom with 
any enemy persons or association established in neutral countries. 

As the Foreign ‘Trade Department will be concerned with 
preventing trade by british firms and companies with the enemy in 
neutral countries, it has been decided to merge with it the Trading 
with the Knemy Department of the Home Otice, which has had the 
duty of enforcing the measures already taken to prevent trading with 
the enemy, and the staff of which will continue to perform the same 
duties, as members of the new Department, in addition to taking 
part in the administration of the new Act. 

(Juestions of contraband or the hindrance of oversea trade between 
neutrals and the enemy and the licensing of exports from this 
country, and all questions of trading with the enemy other than 
those described above, wi!l continue to be dealt with by the Govern- 
ment Departments which have hitherto been charged with these 
questions. 

In order to secure the full benefit for British interests of the policy 
of the Department, the advice and assistance of business men will be 
invited through the Chambers of Commerce and other trade organisa- 
tions. It is recognised that the success of this policy will depend 
upon the active co-operation of the ‘whe fire ss community. It is 
hoped, therefore, that business men will be willing to aid the Depart- 
ment, and also that they will not hesitate to consult it in any matter 
in which it can be of assistance to them. 

Mr. L. Worthington Evans, M.P., has undertaken the direction of 
the new Department, with the title of Controller of the Foreign Trade 
Department of the Foreign Office. Offices have been obtained at 
Lancaster House, The Mail, 8.W. (above the London Museum), and 
were opened yesterday. All communications (including those re- 
lating to matters previously dealt with by the Trading with the 
Enemy Department of the Home Office) should be addressed to The 
Controller of the Foreign Trade Department, Lancaster House, 
The Mall, London, 8.W. 
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TRADING WITH THE ENEMY, 


The Board of Trade direct the particular attention of all manufac- 
turers and traders concerned to the need for scrupulous care in the 
transaction of their bus'ness abroad, in view of the fact that some 
traders in some neutral countries are making themselves agents for 
the supply of goods to and from enemy countries. Especial care 
should be taken in opening new accounts in neutral countries, and 
in relation to any orders or enquiries of an abnormal character. in 
any case of doubt as to particular firms abroad,* business should 
be suspended pending reference to the Chairman, Trade Clearing 
House, Broadway House, Tothill Street, Westminster, London, S.W. 
It is inadvisable that any new accounts should be opened by any 
British trader in neutral countries, during the war, without the 
fullest enquiries as to the character of the business proposed 
to him. 

The Proclamations relating to trading with the enemy cover 
indirect trading with the enemy through neutral agents, and care- 
lessness in transacting neutral business may involve traders in the 
severe penalties attaching to trading with the enemy.

TRADING IN WAR MATERIAL. 


With reference to the notice at p. 21 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 7th October, notifying an amendment to the Regulations 
(called the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914) 
under which trading in War material was prohibited unless authorised 
by a permit of the competent naval or military authority under 
Regulation 30, it is now notified that the ‘“ London Gazette” of 31st 
December contains the following further amendment in the Regula- 
tions :— 


Order. 


‘In pursuance of the powers conferred on him by Regulation 30a 
of the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914, the 
Minister of Munitions hereby orders that the War material, to which 
the Regulation applies, shall include War material of the following 
classes and descriptions, that is to say:—Platinum metal ores, 
residues and bars containing the same.”

‘“ All applications for a permit in connection with the above Order 
should be addressed to the Director of Materials to the Ministry of 
Munitions, Armament Buildings, Whitehall Place, S.W.” 








EXPORTS TO SWITZERLAND. 


With reference to the notice at pp. 460-5 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 18th November, and to the Royal Proclamation which 
appeared at pp. 806-7 of the “ Journal” of 23rd December, relative 
to the exportation of certain articles to Switzerland during the 
present war, the Director of the War Trade Department desires to 
call the attention of exporters to the fact that persons, who have 
already lodged applications for licences which have not yet been 
granted or refused, should instruct their consignees to procure the 
necessary certificate from the ‘Société Suisse de Surveillance 
Economique” at Berne, and should forward it when received to the 
War Trade Department, quoting in the case of each certificate the 
War Trade D-partment number of the application to which it refers. 

Steps are, however, being taken by the Foreign Office to procure 
from the “ Société,” with the least possible delay, acceptance certificates 
in respect of goods for which guarantees have been furnished in the 
usual form to H.M. Legation in Berne, bat for which licences had not 
been either granted or definitely refused before 20th December. 

In the case of licences which have already been issued and which 
have expired before shipment has been made, it will be necessary for 
exporters to return the expired licence to the War Trade Department 
and to make a fresh application accompanied by a certificate from the 
* Société.”

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EXPORT OF COAL. 
White List of Regular and Reliable Importers. 


The Board of Trade announce that a white list of regular and 
reliable importers of coal in neutral countries has been prepared, and 
copies may be consulted at the Baltic, the Cardiff Coal Exchange, the 
Royal Exchange, Glasgow, the Pacific Exchange, Hull, the Atlantic 
Exchange, Liverpool, the Exchange, Newcastle, or at the Mercantile 
Marine Office at any of the following ports :—Ardrossan, Blyth, 
Burntisland, Cardiff, Glasgow, Hull, Leith, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Methil, Newcastle, Newport, Port Talbot, Swansea, and West 
Hartlepool. 

Shippers are advised to consult this list before applying for 
licences to export coal or gas coke to any particular firm, as this may 
prevent delay in dealing with the applications. 

If the name of a foreign firm, which is regarded as a regular and 
reliable importer of coal, does not appear on this white list, the firm 
should be advised to apply at once to the local British Consul in the 
country concerned. 

It will be understood that licences must be obtained in all cases, 
whether the name of the consignee is on the list or not, and that the 
granting of licences is dependent upon the available supplies of coal 
and coke in this country and the other considerations which have to 
be borne in mind by the licensing authority.

HOME GROWN TIMBER. 
Classes of Timber required. 
Information with regard to Saw-mills wanted. 


The Home Grown Timber Committee have received a very large 
number of offers of timber which are being dealt with as rapidly as 
possible. Some days must elapse, however, before all communications 
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can be answered. Any lots which are prima facie suitable for the 
Committee’s purposes will be inspected as soon as the pressure upon 
the Committee's staff will permit. 

Meanwhile it may be of service to landowners, agents and others 
to know that the classes of pewnreng timber at present principally 
required by the Committee are : 

Scots and Corsican pine, allver fir, Douglas fir and larch of 
good dimensions and in lots of about 20,000 cubic feet and 
upwards. 
Plantation ash of fair size, which will be accepted in com- 
paratively small lots. 
Other hardwoods of good dimensions are also required, but, as 
a rule, these cannot be considered in small lots. 

The Committee are also prepared to enter into arrangements with 
the owners of estate sawmills for the conversion of timber. The 
Committee would be glad to be informed of sawmill plant that is idle 
or not fully employed, in order that if possible arrangements may be 
made for increased output.

LOSS OF MAILS ON SS. PERSIA.

London, between Wednesday, 15th December, and Wednesday, 22nd 
December. 

There were also parcel mails on board for Egypt, Cyprus, Aden, 
Seychelles and India containing parcels which reached the General 
Post Office. London, after Wednesday, 8th December, and before the 
evening of W ednesday, 1 15th December. 

So far as is known no mails were saved. 





URGENT TELEGRAMS FOR RUSSIA. 


The Postmaster-General has made arrangements with the Russian 
Telegraph Administration under which telegrams paid at triple rates 
receive priority of treatment over other private telegrams on the 
cables between this country and Russia and on the Russian land lines, 
but, in view of the pressure now prevailing on the lines, it must be 
understood that a rapid service cannot be guaranteed, 
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The service came into operation on Ist January. The charge is 
ls 14d. a word. The word “ Urgent” must be inserted before the 
address and paid for as an extra word. ‘The telegrams are subject to 
censorship in the same way as other private telegrams, and, like 
them, can only be accepted at the senders’ risk. 





PARCEL POST TO COLOMBIA. 
Increased Rates of Postage. 
The Post Office Circular of 28th December announces that, as from 
Ist January, the rates of postage charged on all parcels for Colombia 
will be increased by 10d. per parcel. 





ENEMY TRADE MARKS IN AUSTRALIA, 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia (Mr. G. 'T. Milne) reports 
that the Prime Minister of Australia has decided to suspend, under 
certain conditions, all enemy trade marks registered in the Common- 
wealth. According to an extract from the local press which 
Mr. Milne has forwarded, the Prime Minister stated that while 
revocation of a trade mark would leave any person at liberty to use 
such mark, suspension would prevent its use. 

As to the manner in which the policy will be carried out, it was 
explained that an enemy trade mark which constitutes the name by 
which an article is generally known may have to be used, in con- 
junction with a new trade name for that article, as far and as long as 
is necessary to enable the public to recogniss the article under its 
new name. But permission to use an enemy trade mark in this way 
will be limited to articles manufactured under Commonwealth licence 
and supervision, and will be allowed for only a limited period. At 
the expiration of that period the goods will only be able to be sold 
under their new Australian names. 

The conditions referred to above include (1) manufacture under 
Commonwealth supervision ; (2) the wholesale and retail supply of an 
article at not more than a specified price; and (3) a provision that 
the choice of a mark to supersede an enemy trade mark should bea 
directed or approved by the Commonwealth (the alternative between 
a “ public” mark and a “ proprietary ” mark wiil be decided in each 
case on the question which mark will be most likely to oust the 
enemy mark). 

The Prime Minister added that it is also the intention to prohibit 
the importation into Australia of articles bearing enemy trade marks, 
save in the case of articles of British or allied country manufacture, 
that is to say articles made by firms in which enemy influence and 
enemy capital are not present. (C.1.B. 59,303.) 





ENEMY COMPANIES AND CONTRACTS IN 
AUSTRALIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 877 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 30th December relative to companies declared ‘ enemy 
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companies ” under the Commonwealth Trading with the Enemy Act 
(1914), it is notified that H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia has 
reported the names of further companies which have been declared 
by the Federal Attorney-General to fall within the category of 
‘‘enemy companies.”

TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 





BRAZIL (BAHIA).—The Acting British Consul at Bahia (Mr. F. 
Benn) reports that, with the possible exception of photographic 
chemicals, there has been no apparent shortage of any particular 
article in the State of Bahia since the outbreak of war. 

Imports from the United States have increased and local firms are 
not carrying as much stock as formerly, owing to depressed financial 
conditions. 

The only way to promote business in Bahia is to send out travellers 
who speak the Portuguese language. This has been done by German 
and American firms with considerable success. ‘There would pro- 
bably be an opening in Bahia for the cheaper varieties of jewellery, set 
with real and imitation stones. (C.1.B. 58,087.)

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FRANCE (MADAGASCAR) .—The following information relating to 
trade conditions in Madagascar is extracted from a report to his 
Government by the United States Consul at Tamatave, published in a 
Supplement tothe United States “ Commerce Reports” (Washington) 
dated 7th December :— 

After the initial effects of the war, and as business in France and 
elsewhere began to adapt itself to the changed conditions, the business 
tension in Madagascar experienced a certain relaxation in the early 
part of 1915. ‘There arose a new and vigorous demand for most of 
the Colony’s principal products, at prices somewhat above the average 
in some cases. ‘I'he banks recommenced negotiating drafts on France, 
and letters of credit were opened in a number of instances in favour 
of local firms. While these changes gave a great stimulus to 
agriculture and industry in the Colony, the general situation was 
rendered acute owing to the lack of outward freight facilities. 
Thousands of tons of produce for export accumulated at the 
principal ports of the island, owing to the elimination of about 50 
per cent. of the freight space usually available. Local firms were in 
consequence often been obliged to refuse to accept further orders and 
to cancel orders already accepted. It was hoped to put on several 
extra ships in order to relieve this congestion. 

Although the export trade at the port of Tamatave, as at other 
ports, has been much hindered since the beginning of the war, the 
produce shipped during the first six months of 1915, with limited 
facilities, was valued at about £405,000, and was about equal to that 
of the first six months of 1914. 

As an indication of the increased interest being manifested in 
agriculture in the Colony, it is stated that the agricultural experi- 
mental station near ‘l'amatave sold to various planters during the 
period from 1st January to lst August, 1915, 292,577 plants, cuttings, 
&c., as compared with 216,868 in the calendar year 1914. Seeds to 
the number of 1,113,208 were also delivered during the first seven 
months of 1915, against 1,012,299 in the calendar year 1914. These 
plants, cuttings, and seeds were for the production of coffee, cacao, 
pepper, cloves, various fruits, essences, fibres, &c. A demonstration 
plant was expected to be completed in the autumn of 1915 for hulling 
and otherwise treating rice, coffee, cacao, and other products. 

Besides producing enough rice for its own consumption, 
Madagascar is able to export a considerable quantity, and heavy 
shipments of rice have been made to Mauritius and Réunion. | There 
are about 13 establishments in Madagascar cleaning rice with 
machinery. 

Work has progressed on the oil-prospecting grounds in the 
western part of the Island. Several new lots of machinery, said to 
be largely American, were imported in 1914 and the early part of 
1915. A great drawback to the development of this work is that 
there are not more than three or four drilling machines available in a 
territory of several hundred miles: 

About 52 miles of the branch line of railway under construction 
between Moramanga and the Ambatondrazaka district, a rich agri- 
cultural and cattle region, were opened to traffic in 1915. 
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FRANCE (ST. MALO).—H.M. Vice-Consul at St. Malo (Hon. E. 
Henniker-Major) reports that there are two primary reasons for the 
lack of success of British firms in the small local trade of France. 
The first is that United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters offer 
what they have and not what the French tradesman wants; the 
second, that they only sell for cash in large quantities, employing 
agents in Paris when small quantities are ordered, and by so doing 
raising the cost of goods beyond a reasonable figure for this class of 
trade. German and Austrian firms quoted, for small quantities, prices 
inclusive of customs duty and delivery at a customer's place of 
business; they employed travellers speaking French fluently and 
ready to take up any little beginning, and in this way succeeded 
where British firms failed.

ITALY.—H.M. Vice-Consul at Venice (Mr. G. B. Beak) reports 
that the question of Anglo-Italian trade relations has recently been 
discussed in the Italian press. What is primarily necessary, 
according to “Il Commercio Veneto” of 11th December, is to render 
commercial intercourse easier by overcoming the general un- 
willingness, on the part of British and Italian firms alike, to conform 
to the weights, measures, currency, and usages of the country to which 
they are exporting. 

German firms, it is remarked, have in many cases found a means of 
acting as intermediaries between traders in Italy and the United 
Kingdom. ‘Their travellers spoke English, Italian and French and 
for this reason many Italian firms conducted their business with the 
United Kingdom and British Colonies through German representatives. 
The employment of Italian representatives speaking English is 
advocated as a means of securing the elimination in the future of the 
intervention of German firms. 

In endeavouring to market British goods in Italy, the great 
necessity of sending out British representatives speaking Italian is 
commented upon. British commercial travellers, it is said, have 
never been frequent visitors to Italy, while there is not a town which 
has not been visited by German travellers. 

H.M. Vice-Consul adds that while ths foregoing remarks contain 
little, if anything, that is new, the prominence which has been given 
to the discussion on the subject of Anglo-Italian trade relations, may 
be accepted as an additional indication of Italy’s readiness to replace 
German trade by trade with the United Kingdom. So far as senti- 
ment goes, and despite the practical difficulties inseparable from the 
war, possibly never has the time been more opportune for improving 
the commercial relations between the United Kingdom and Italy. 
Mr. Beak regrets to state, however, that his experience has been 
similar to that of other British Consular officers in Italy, inasmuch 
as no British commercial traveller has visited Venice, so far as he is 
aware, since the outbreak of war. (C, 45,951.) 
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OILSEED TRADE AND OLL INDUSTRY OF INDIA IN 1914-15. 


The following particulars of the oilseed trade and oil industry in 
India in 1914-15 are taken from a report recently issued by the 
Department of Statistics of the Government of India: — 


The exports of oilseeds in the year ended 3lst March, 1915, 
decreased consilerably. The total amounted to 953,900 tons, valued 
at £9,750,000, as against 1,582,600 tons, valued at over £17,000,000 
in 1913-14. In normal years about 95 per cent of the exports goes 
to the countries at present involved in hostilities, and the outbreak 
of the war led to a serious situation, especialiy in regard to copra and 
groundnuts. ‘There was a reduction in the value of exports of dbout 
£6,666,700 in the eight months ended March, 1915, representing 
over 40 per cent. of the previous year’s shipments in that period. 
With the decreased demands prices fell to a much lower level than 
in 1913-14. Noticeable decreases occurred in the quantity and value 
of the exports of rape se-d, groundnuts, sesamum, and castor seeds. 
‘he export of oilseeds from Bombay showed a decrease of 42 per 
cent.; from Sind, 64 per cent.; and from Madras, 38 per cent. 

The following table gives the quantity and value of the different 
descriptions of oilseeds exported from India, together with the 
declared value per unit, during the year ended 3lst March, 1915, as 
compared with the previous year :—

Shipments of 1 linseed ie m India i in 1914. 15, which.formed 34 par 
cent. of the total exports of seeds in that year, declined by nearly 
92,000 tons, or 22 per cent., owing to reduced demands from the 
Continent of Europe, but, on the other hand, the United Kingdom 
took 206,110 tons, nearly 50,000 tons more than in 1913-14. 

The trade in groundnuts was seriously affected by the war, exports 
being reduced by more than one-half. ‘The reduction was due to lack 
of transport facilities, high freights, and the suspension of demand on 
the Marseilles market. in the 1 year before the outbreak of war 80 per 
cent. of the exports of groundnuts from India went to France. The 
decline in exports to France was from 222,380 tons in 1913-14 to 
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109,108 tons in 1914-15. Ordinarily the share of Madras in the export 
of groundnuts was 70 per cent. of the total exports. In 1914-15 
exports from Madras fell by 42 per cent. and freight rates from Madras 
to Marseilles rose from 22s. 6d. per ton in April, 1914, to 87s. 6d. at 
the end of March, 1916. 

Owing to unfavourable weather conditions the 1913-14 crop of 
rapeseed decreased by nearly 12 per cent. as compared with the 
previous season, but the 1914-15 crop was better by 10 per cent. than 
the 1913-14 crop. ‘The percentage of exports to production is about 
19 m normal years, but in 1914-15 it was less than 10 per cent. 
The United Kingdom took a larger quantity than usual, viz, 24,681 
tons as compared with 14,099 tons in the previous year. 

The percentage of exports of sesamum to the production is, normally, 
about 20. Last season’s crop was estimated at 578,000 tons, or 43 
per cent. more than that of 1913-14. 

Trade in cotton seed in 1914-15 fared better than that in rape seed, 
sesamum and groundnuts, as it is chiefly carried on with the United 
Kingdom. 

Exports of castor seed from India to the United Kingdom decreased 
from 55,675 tons to 35,284 tons in 1914-15, Prices for castor oil 
remained low in the season under review, but there has recently been 
a large demand for export and the value has risen, affording an 
opportunity for more profitable working. 

The average value of copra declined from about 27s. 3d. to about 
25s. 10d. per cwt. Shipments to Russia, Germany and Belgium 
decreased, but those to the United Kingdom, the Netherlands and 
France increased. [Formerly Germany was the principal consumer 
of Malabar copra, which was used in the manufacture of margarine and 
edible fats. ‘The exports of copra from India to Germany in 1913-14 
amounted to 23,990 tons out of a total export for that year of 
38,192 tons, while the exports of copra from India to the United 
Kingdom increased from 352 tons in 1913-14 to 8,523 tons in 
1914-15. Asa result of the war copra is now being crushed in the 
United Kingdom for home consumption. 

India’s exports of oils are relatively small when compared with the 
great volume of exports of oilseeds. An immense quantity of oil is, 
however, manufactured in India by more or less crude processes. 
Village oil mills, worked by bullocks, and presses worked by hand, 
exist in all parts of the country. These supply most of the local 
demand for oils. 

There has been a great increase in recent years in the number of oil 
mills worked by steam or other mechanical power. These crush all the 
more common oilseeds, and this development has been especially 
noticeable in the case of mustard oil, castor oil and groundnut oil. 
Castor oil mills have been working successfully in Bombay, the 
Punjaub, the United Provinces and elsewhere ; mustard oil manufac- 
ture is a flourishing industry in Bengal; there are several coconut oil 
mills on the Malabar coast, and in Cochin, and groundnut oil mills 
in Bombay. Some of the larger mills deal with a great variety of

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BRITISH GOODS FOR AUSTRALIA. 
Suggestion to United Kingdom Manufacturers. 


The Sydney office of H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia reports 
that the attention of that office has been called to the fact that there 
is a tendency on the part of United Kingdom manufacturers to 
withdraw advertisements of their goods from the Australian press, 
owing to their inability to compete in the Australian market at the 
present time. It is suggested that while United Kingdom manufac- 
turers may be pre-occupied with Government orders it would be 
politic for them to keep up their connections with Australian con- 
sumers through the medium of the press. Some firms are already 
doing this, so that when they are again ready to accept orders from 
the Commonwealth they will have less trouble in obtaining these and 
in meeting foreign competitors who, in the meantime, are establish- 
ing themselves in the market.

BRITISH GOODS FOR SPANISH MARKETS. 
Suggestions to British Manufacturers. 


Referring to the importance of United Kingdom manufacturers 
and exporters of U.K. goods meeting Spanish requirements if advan- 
tage is to be taken of the present opportunity for forwarding British 
trade in Spain, H.M. Ambassador in Madrid endorses remarks 
recently made to him by the local Branch of the British Chamber of 
Commerce for Spain drawing attention to the desirability of United 
Kingdom firms quoting in pesetas and using the metric system. 
British coinage, weights and measures, it is pointed out, are often 
quite incomprehensible to Spanish importers, who not infrequently 
have to resort to the Chamber of Commerce for explanations as to the 
Spanish equivalents. 

Again, British exporters frequently quote prices f.o.b. at the port 
of embarkation or free on rail at the place of manufacture, leaving all 
the risk and cost of insurance, freight and delivery to the Spanish 
importers. Would it not be possible, it is asked, for such exporting 
firms to calculate their risks and insurance and to quote in pesetas 
inclusive prices at the place of delivery based on metric weights or 
measures. 

H.M. Ambassador adds that if Spanish importers and consumers 
find their requirements are considered and satisfied by British ex- 
porters during the war, and receive treatment equal to, or better 
than, that accorded to them by German firms, the Spanish market 
might well be assured to goods of British manufacture for long after 
the war. (C.1.B. 57,552.)

ARTICLE I. 


The Customs Agreement which came into force in July, 1910, 
with the Protocols thereto, shall, as from the lst January, 1915, be 
superseded by this present Agreement,

AND SWAZILAN D—continued. 


ARTICLE II. 

The Customs Tariff of the Union of South Africa (hereinafter 
referred to as the Union), shall be maintained between the contracting 
parties until altered by legislation enacted by the Territories or the 
Administrations, subject to its being permitted to the Administrations 
to grant upon all goods and articles the growth, produce, and manu- 
facture of any part of His Majesty’s Dominions, or of any British 
Protectorate, a rebate of the Customs duties payable under the Union 
tariff aforesaid equal in amount to the difference between the said 
duties payable as aforesaid and the highest duties which it is per- 
missible to the Administrations to impose under the Southern 
Rhodesia (Customs) Amendment Order-in-Council, 1914, and the 
Northern Rhodesia (Customs) Amendment Order-in-Council, 1914, 
and subject further to it being permitted to the Administrations to 
suspend the duties on the articles mentioned in the schedule hereto* 
to an extent not exceeding that shown thereon, and to prohibit the

AkTICLE III. 


There shall be a free interchange of the products and manufactures 
of the countries of each of the contracting parties, with the exception 
of spirits, ale and beer, matches and cigarettes, the duties of the 
Customs and Excise on which shall be subject to the following 
provisions :-— 

(a) In the case of spirits distilled in the country of any of the 
Territories, the Custonis duty leviable upon importation 
into the country of either of the Administrations shall 
not exceed 12s. per Imperial gallon, not exceeding the 
strength of proof, and so on in proportion for any greater 
strength.

mixture of any such ingredients) a duty of Excise, and each of the 
parties to this Agreement so imposing an Excise duty shall be 
entitled to levy upon the like articles produced or manufactured in 
the country of any of the other parties a Customs duty or surtax not 
exceeding such Excise duty, on importation and entry for consump- 
tion of such like articles within its country. ‘The right of any of the 
Territories to impose any Excise duty under this Agreement on any 
article on which an Excise duty is imposed in the Union shall not be 
questioned on the ground that such article is not in fact produced or 
manufactured in the country of the Territory concerned.

The provisions of this Agreement shall take effect from the Ist

Prohibition of Tvansit.—It should be noted that a Swedish Royal 
Decree of the 9th January, 1915, definitively prohibited the transit 
through Sweden of arms, ammunition, and other war material, as 
specified in the Decree. On the 4th May, 1915, the Swedish Govern- 
ment issued a Decree which had the effect of extending the operation 
of the Swedish prohibitions of export to all goods in transit between 
the United Kingdom and Russia, if such goods are on the Swedish 
export prohibition list. Since the 16th August, 1915, this prohibition 
of transit has been applied also to goods sent through Sweden by 
parcel post. 

[As from the 22nd April, 1915, the export from Sweden was prohi- 
bited of goods with regard to which no special prohibition of export 
has been enforced, but which are manufactured wholly or in part from 
materials of which the exportation is prohibited, if it appears from 
the quantity of the material employed or from some other circumstance 
that the working-up to which the material has been subjected is 
merely intended to facilitate the exportation of the prohibited 
materials of which the goods consist. | 
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[Notge.—The Swedish prohibitions of export are based on the 
classification of the Swedish “ Statistical Index of Goods ’’—which 
ciassification is an elaboration of that of the Swedish Customs Tariff.

his staff should be under the control of such Board. The Board 
should be responsible direct to Parliament, whose authority should be 
exercised, and whose general directions should be given through the 
Governor-General in Council. 

Writing later, H.M. Acting Trade Commissioner states that the 
Union Government contemplates introducing during the present 
Session measures for the amendment and unification of the Laws of 
the Union in respect of, inter alia, railway control and management.

RUSSIA. 
The Acting British Consul-General at Moscow (Mr. R. H. B. Lockhart) 


reports as follows on railway development in the 
; Moscow district :— 
meer rerertel Between Vladimir and Moscow on the Nijni 
District. line there is a large and important manufacturing 
district, of which Oriechovo-Zuevo is the chief centre. The factories 
in this district receive their cotton and much of their food supplies 
from the south, the goods in question coming by the Kazan line. 
Owing to the ten versts (about 64 miles) between L[linski Pogost 
and Egorievsk, which would unite the Kazan and Nijni lines, not 
having been linked up by rail, the cotton for the Oriechovo-Zuevo 
manufacturing district has hitherto been compelled to travel up the 
Kazan line all the way to Moscow and then back by the Nijni line to 
Oriechovo-Zuevo. The connecting line between the Kazan and 
Nijni railways having recently been completed by linking up Ilinski 
Pogost and Egorievsk, and opened for traffic, it is estimated 
that the manufacturers of the latter town will be saved many thousand 
roubles yearly in freight charges. 

A similar project has been formed to connect the Yaroslav and 
Nijni lines by rail from Kirjach to Oriechovo-Zuevo. This line, it is 
stated, will be ready for traffic by the end of June. 

Mr. Lockhart adds that, quite apart from their significance to the 
manufacturers in Oriechovo-Zuevo, these small reforms will have a 
very important bearing on the present congestion of Moscow railway 
stations. (C. 45,689.)

being carried out under the Buenos Aires Sani- 
tation Scheme, from which statement the following particulars have 
been translated :-— 

The project for the sanitation of the Federal Capital, authorised by 
Law No. 6,385, provided for the execution of all the water supply and 
sewerage works in the Municipality outside the Bastemann Radius, 
as well as the extension and improvement of those within that area. 
The estimated cost of the works in the New Radius amounts to 
158,332,939 pesos currency, and those in the Old Radius to 
10,870,000 pesos. ‘The execution of the works began in 1910 under 
a plan which developed partially, but by later legislation a new plan 
was approved fixing the approximate amounts to be spent each year 
as follows:—44,000,000 pesos in 1914; 41,000,000 pesos in 1915; 
30,000,000 pesos in 1916; and 14,000,000 pesos in 1917. New 
works were continually being contracted for right up to June, 1914, 
but the financial situation brought about by the effect of the European 
war rendered it necessary to reduce in every possible way the activity 
displayed. Consequently, the works at the end of 1916 would not be ~ 
so far forward as had originally been planned. Nevertheless, the vast 
scheme has progressed to such an extent that a large area of the 
Municipality has already derived immense benefits from it. 

The water supply works.—The water tower and supply tunnel and 
most of the equipment of the Palermo Station are already in full 
working order ; 8 of the 12 pumping lines which comprise the general 
plan have now been completed; the large reservoir at Caballito is in 
use and another at Villa Devoto is nearly finished. It was antici- 
pated that by the end of 1915 the new works would be distributed 
over an area of 7,175 hectares (about 17,700 acres).

The drainage works.—The execution of the principal works of the 
drainage scheme is also in a forward state. Of the 45,000 metres 
over which the new main sewer will extend, 26,167 metres are 
already constructed and in working order. Most of the large 
branches of the main sewer are now finished and only the minor 
works of the scheme, such as the street canalisation works, remain to 
be undertaken. 

The improvement and extension works in the Old Radius have also 
made great progress. ‘The two large pumping tubes are completed 
and the old distributing pipes have been renewed over about 50 per 
cent. of the area. 

Of the total sum of the approved estimates of all the works, 
amounting to 169,202,939 pesos, the sum of 105,204,403 pesos 
had been spent up to 30th September last. The amount assigned 
for the October-December quarter would bring this figure to 
111,504,774 pesos, thus leaving 57,698,165 pesos for the complete 
realisation of the existing general scheme. 

Programme for 1916.—As regards the contemplated works for 1916 
the Directorate points out that to stop the works contracted for or to 
rescind contracts which to-day, more than ever, are beneficial to the 
State would be disastrous, although the materials and machinery to 
be acquired from Europe would mean an increase of 30 or 40 per 
cent. on the original contract prices. The plan of the works for 1916 
was approved by a Presidential Decree of 28th October last and 
represented an expenditure of 25,891,818 pesos currency, as shown 
in the following table :—

NEW ZEALAND. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is in 
receipt of the first Annual Report of the Department of Lands and 
Survey in New Zealand dealing with the Kauri-gum industry during 
the year ended 3lst March, 1915, from which the following has been 
extracted :— 

In order to alleviate the depression in the gum industry resulting 

from the war, the “ Kauri-Gum Industry 
Kauri-Gum Industry. Amendment Act” was passed in November, 

1914. This Act authorised the working of 
the kauri-gum lands and the purchase and sale of gum by the State, 
and contained authority for the raising of £50,000 for this purpose. 
The Act further authorised the making of an advance to the vendor 
of 50 per cent. of the value of the gum on the basis of prices current 
on Ist July, 1914. 

The assistance rendered to the gum industry by the Act proved 
highly beneficial and averted considerable distress. The chief scene 
of operations was in the far north of the Dominion, particularly the 
district of Lake Ohia and Waipapakauri, including the small town- 
ships or settlements of Mangawai, Waiharara, and Waihopo. The 
total value of gum produced from face-digging works, which were 
in the nature of relief works, was estimated on July prices, at £3,122, 
leaving a net profit, after meeting the expenses, of over £500. 

Purchases under the Act amounted to the approximate value 
of £5,000. 

The amount of kauri-gum exported in the period from 1st August, 
1914, to 3lst March, 1915, was 3,365 tons, valued at.£198,531, as 
compared with 5,961 tons, valued at £363,205, for the corresponding 


period in 1913-14.

The following information on the methods of German banks in 
Chile has been extracted from a “ Bulletin” published by the French 
Chamber of Commerce at Santiago, Chile :— 


The advertised capital of German banks in Chile may or may not 
exist in reality. This capital simply represents 
ea he sum that the head office in Europe pl 
kine Methods. the sum that the head office in surope places 
Banking actually or nominally at the disposal of its branch 
establishment in Chile. There is nothing to prevent the branch from 
withdrawing capital and remitting it to its principal house, since the 
deposits of customers suffice to assure its operations. These German 
branch establishments can therefore operate and realise their profits, 
with the cash of their depositors without using their capital. In case 
of weakness in the cash reserve it is easy for a branch bank to draw 
on the European house, and by the sale of these bills, to strengthen 
the cash reserve, at the same time causing the reappearance of a part 
of the long withdrawn capital. 

On the other hand recognition must be accorded to the excellent 
organisation of these banks. ‘Their transactions are practically always 
commercial, they transact little private business. 

Their intelligence departments are very well organised and render 
great service to German manufacturers and merchants, and the 
German banks in conjunction with the German shipping companies 
complete a magnificent organisation for promoting German export 
trade. 

The European war has, naturally, hindered the operations of 
German banks in Chile; a great number of depositors have trans- 
ferred their custom to native banks; and their transactions with 
Europe are, of course, entirely suspended. Nevertheless, the excellent 
organisation of these banks enables them to find an important market 
in North America. In fact, the United States are at present making 
great efforts to promote their commerce in South America and, not 
possessing banks of their own there, are working with the German banks, 
all of which have branches in New York, so that the European war, 
which has had so great an effect on their business, has not succeeded in 
completely arresting if.
